Priority 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). 
The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. PCT/JP05/05801, filed on 03/29/2005. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• With regard to independent claims 1 and 5; as the closest reference of record, Akatani et al (US 
6,779,190 shows a disk carrying mechanism, including: a roller which carries a disk along a carrying 
route by coming into contact with a front surface or a back surface of the disk inserted from an 
outside; and a disk guide block installed so that the disk guide blocks are movable in a direction (up 
and down since it keeps contact the disk) crossing the carrying route, wherein the disk guide block 
has guide members and which are arranged to oppose to the roller with the carrying route 
therebetween, and which come into contact with the disk being carried along the carrying route to 
maintain the disk in the carrying route, and the guide members are formed as ridges extending in a 
direction crossing the carrying route and inclined so that the ridges are increased in height from a 
central portion toward side portions of the carrying route; but fails to show a plurality of guide 
blocks. 

• Applicant asserts; "It is an object of the present invention to provide a disk carrying mechanism 
and a disk player which make it possible to secure a sufficient inclination of the rib-like guide 
member." (Specification, p. 5).
